New Orleans, La., .\iiril .8. — Interest in the fate 
of tlie racing Idlls wbieli came up for a final vote 
in the New York senate tishi.v oversb.adowed tliat 
In the racing at the Fair Grounds. Early in the 
afternoon favoraide re)iorts received from the Em- 
pire state capital gav<> tlie horsemen liois' .and wlien 
the final vote was annonneed showing that the 
aiiti-ra«-ing ]H‘o|de liad failed to gain the single 
vote neces.sar.v to make the measure effeetive. joy 
was uiilHHindcd and horsemen, spectators. lMM>k- 
niakers and the most hardened of raci*- followers, 
jidiied in giving vent to tlieir enthnsiasui. The 
Jiihilatiou eontinned for a long time. 

Tlie Uosetind Stakes at five furlongs, which fea- 
tured tiHla.v’s ••ard, was won hy Brongliani in de- 
cisive fashion from a giKsl liand of youngsters. 
Rougli riding eoiitrilmted largely to Iiis victory as 
Warren, wlio rmle him, almost knocked down his 
r.i arest eoiitenders in the stretch, tint as no com- 
plaint of foul was made, the officials did not take 
eognizanee of the action. Tlie ones to suffer most 
hy the interfereiiee were Transform and Lena Lech. 
Tlie latter ran a sparkling race ami managed to 
land si-eoiiil place. Transform, however, was lieateii 
a nose for third place hy Intervene. Irrigator, the 
»-arly leader, was imi>e<led Iiy Brougham, lint it is 
doubtful if it made any material differeiiee in his 
runiilng.

Frizette and A1 Muller, the early leaders, 
rae«‘d strenuonsl.v throngli tlie stretch for second 
place, and the MeCafferty filly managed to get It 
in the last stride.

Jockey V. Powers departed today for New Y’ork. 
where he will seek an engagement to ride this sea- 
son. There has been no ruling made against the 
rider here. The officials merely requestf^i him, in 
view of sharp criticism against him, to refrain from 
accepting any more monnts here. 

Jockey R. McLaughlin was severely Injured this 
morning while galloping a horse at the I.onisiana 
Driving Park. His mount shied and threw him 
on a passing harrow. The boy’s head struck some 
of the sharp teeth of the barrow, inflicting several 
severe gashes.

ixirtant legislative matter that has In-en seen at 
.\ltmny in many years. Last night no one could 
preilict tlie result. althoiigU there has lieen a quiet 
feeling of confidence among tlie opixments of the bill 
that racing would just about pull through. Ttiat 
is all it did, Iiut it is enough, and the victory of the 
turf after sucli’a tremendous light and the unpre- 
ceilented actions of Governor Hnghes in attempting 
to coerce senators and assemhl.vmen would appear 
to give racing a sti-ong lease of life and public 
favor for many years to come. 'The victory is a 
triumph for personal lil>erty and of untold Impor- 
tance to the thoroughbred breeders all over the coun- 
try. Tlie passage of the bills meant ruin to the 
Kentucky fanners and breeders and a tremendous 
depreciation in value of thoroughbreds. 

.4t tlM‘ nioniing session when the hill was brought 
up Senator Grady si>oke against it and adjournment 
was had until tliree o’clock this afternoon. The 
alisenee of Senator Faneher, who favored the hill, 
was called a kidnapping and there was great excite- 
ment among the antis. Faneher was found, and 
voted at the afternoon s«‘ssion, but this did not 
save the hill. 

On the final count Senator Cassidy, who voted 
against the September 1 amcudiiient, went with the 
racing forces. 'Phis was taken to mean the defeat 
of Agnew and the- govi'rnor, and the racing crowd 
Is'came jiiliilant. It was a scene' of tremendous ex- 
citement while tlie roll call went on, Cobb, Cordts. 
Davis. Dunn, Faneher, FoelkiT, F'uller and Gates 
voted for the bill. Cohalan, Cullen, Emerson and 
Irawley voted no. Then Glli'hrist, who was against 
the hills, explained his vote in a siieech. The 
senate was in no humor for spc'cchmaking. The 
roll, the roll call — that was all of Interest and 
monotonous reading went on. But, unlc'ss some most 
unlikely shift came, the hills were defeated by the 
vote of Cassidy of Schuyler. And so it proved 
with the end of the alphaliet and Wilcox reached. 
The turf had won against tlie governor of the state, 
the reformers, fanatics and the poolrooms. There 
was in fact never any sentiment hut manufactured 
seiillnient in favor of the liilU. This and a dispo- 
sition to aid Hughes In his political ambitions made 
the tiglit hard for raeng. 

Senator .John Raines Is being held responsible for 
the defeat of the bills by Agnew and his followers, 
hut the leader will not stand for the arraignment. 
Raines in a formal statement said: 

‘‘I never said I would hold myself responsible for 
the passage of the bills, but I did say I would be 
responsible for making the bill a special order for 
today. 

“I would be glad to be responsible for their pas- 
sage If I (K)uld, but no senator can be held respcjns- 
ible for the vote of any other senator. So I repudi- 
ate the statement attributed to me in the press.” 

But turfmen do not care who is responsible — - 
they have won. Senators Grady and McCarreo 
are the heroes of the hour aud their plucky fight 
against odds for weeks and week? is Justly praised 
to the skies. 

Here In New York horsemen awaited the result 
with hope, though all knew it was a very close 
tiling. The result of the roll call was a great re- 
lief and there will be much celebrating In the racing 
camps tonight. 

There is just one small fly In the ointment, but 
horsemen will not consider It seriously In the hour 
of victory. A motion to have the vote reconMdered 
and He on the table was carried by the lientenant- 
governor’s vote, and this makes a possibility of the 
bill being brought np again later in the session. 
But the defeat of the bill is considered final as far 
as this legislatnre Is concerned, further bearings or 
special sessions notwithstanding. ~ 



MANY IMPROVEMENTS AT OLD PIMLICO. 



Persistence and Good Management Hauh Restored 
the Historic Track to Prosperity. 



Washington. D. C., .\pril 6. — The turfmen of Hiis 
country feel very grateful to Hie Mar.vl.ind Jockey 
(’lull, of which W. I’. Riggs Is the moving spirit, 
at tile enterprise wliich nine years ago caused that 
geiitlemaii to liegiu to Iiolil small cross-eountry race 
meetings at the famous old Pimlico track and whicli. 
despite live years of financial losses, were perse- 
vered in until now the spring and fall race meet- 
ings there compare in importance with any of the 
so-called second circuit. But for Mr. Riggs’ perse- 
verance Maryland would now lie a “dead” state as 
far as racing Is concerned, and owners of stables 
might be in di'sperate straits Ix'cause of the agita- 
tion in New Y'ork and in Washington against the 
sport. For five .vears Mr. Riggs and his associates 
made up annual dcficUs of no small proisirtioiis, hut 
since regular flat races under license from the Jockey 
Club became a feature alxiut three years ago there 
has been steady if slow improvement — horsemen 
wore given larger purses to race for, much mouey 
was spent in improvements, and the far-famed Pim- 
lico track may yet see some of the best horses In 
training race over its course. It would be nothing 
new, for, as you walk along the new brick “lawn” 
in front of the grandstand, you can see painted on 
the panels of the stand the names of many of the 
winners of the famed Dixie Stakes, which Include 
such turf champions as Preakness, Hanover, The 
Bard, Crlckmore, George Kinney, Tom Bowling and 
a dozen others. Fancy the feelings of men like 
Frank McCabe, now a gray-haired trainer, when he 
sees the name of Hubbard, winner in 1872, and 
recalls that he (McCabe) rode him. Janies Rowe 
roile one of the winners also, and it Is a com- 
mentary on the difference In the times when it Is 
stated as a fact that McCabe was given a gold piece 
of the value of $2.50, which he lost before be (xiuld 
spend It, aud Rowe was presented with a new pair 
of boots with red tops and he never tired showing 
them to his friends. These and other Interesting 
things were told me by John Brennan, the track 
superintendent at Pimlico, who, as boy and man, 
has spent nearly fifty years on or near the track. 

Many noteworthy improvements have been made 
to the track since last fall. The jumps in the 
steeplechase course are truly formidable now. Ex- 
tending out from the rear of the grandstand nearest 
to the clubhouse end, is a very, large inclosed pa- 
vilion. in which is room toe thirty-four of the old 
bookmakers’ boxes. It is legal In Maryland to use 
bookmakers’ boxes and give oat car4s as tokens of 
bets. 'Hiere Is a new cluUioase and new toom 9 for 
the officials for the transaction of business. A pad- 
dock with eighteen stalls takes np a lot of space. 



a repentioii to the extent tliat one owner 
fiiniislied the first two horses, he being the popular 
turfman and New York cliilimaii, C’ourtland II. 
Siiiith, with Pete Dailey and My Grace. Mr. Sniitli 
rode the winner and -Mr. J. O’Brien had the mount 
on M.v Grace.
